OSCOW.  June  27  (Friday)  (AP).— Red  Army 
troops  fighting  in  the  plains  of  old  Poland  were 
reported  successfully  battling  a great  German 
lank  thrust  aimed  today  at  Minsk.  White  Russian  cap- 
ital 160  miles  inside  Soviet  territory. 

An  undisclosed  number  of  German  tanks  yesterday 
broke  through  advance  Soviet  lines  in  the  north  and 
a war  bulletin  issued  here  said  the  fight  there  still  is 
in  progress. 

In  Central  Poland  “violent  large-scale  engagements 
of  tank  troops"  also  occurred  in  the  direction  of  Luck. 
This  German  thrust  apparently  was  aimed  at  the 
Ukraine,  and  the  communique  said  “fighting  continued 
throughout  the  day  with  a manifest  advantage  for  our 
troops." 

The  Russians  were  said  to  have  thrown  thousands  of 
men  and  tanks  against  the  powerful  German  army 
with  the  aim  of  cutting  off  and  ripping  apart  the  main 
thrusts  at  White  Russia. 

SERIES  OF  ATTACKS  STEMMED 

Far  to  the  south  along  the  Prut  River  boundary 
between  Rumania  and  Russia  the  Red  Army  also  was 
declared  to  have  stemmed  repeated  avalanches  of 
attacking  Germans  and  Rumanians,  inflicting  heavy 
losses  and  even  counter-attacking  across  the  river  to 
capture  men  and  guns.

A BELATEI?  POLICY 


Mr  J L Roixlon.  Mtnlxler  of  National  Defence, 
who,  some  months  ago  could  foresee  no  work  for 
women  In  the  Army,  seemx  to  have  undergone  a 
change  of  mind  laduced  by  criticism  which  hax 
■risen  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other. 
Yet  another  elaborate  * inveatigatton  ' hax  been 
made,  thix  time  to  find  out  what  ground  there  u 
for  the  claim  that  there  are  numerous  young  men 
engaged  in  clerical  duties  with  the  Atmy  whoxe 
places  could  be  filled  by  women.  The  upohot  la 
that  Mr  Ralston  say.i  luch  men  will  not  be  allowed 
to  continue  In  their  poxtx,  that  they  are  Intended 
for  overxeoa  service,  and  that  their  present  Jobs 
Will  be  filled  by  women  The  matter  has  gone  no 
farther  than  a mere  announcement  to  this  effect 
Mr  Ralston  has  given  no  Indication  of  the  num- 
ber of  men  affected,  who  volunteered  for  active 
service  overseas,  and  yet  who  were  placed  by  the 
authorities  in  duties  which  It  i.s  now  admitted  can 
be  filled  by  women. 

There  ii  an  aspect  of  Mr  RaLslon’s  suiement 
which  calls  for  some  explanation  He  says  the 
men  m question,  who  are  engaged  in  clerical  du- 
ties. are  intended  for  overseas  service  In  praising 
the  Minister  for  the  course  of  policy  he  outlines. 
The  Star.  Montreal,  says  ' We  may  expect  the 
young  men  to  whom  he  refers  to  lose  no  time  in 
reslfmng  from  theli  present  potiuona  and  in  en- 
ilitlng  for  overseas  service  In  fact,  they  have  no 
valid  excuse  to  shelter  behind  the  Civil  Service,  or 
Government  employment  In  any  form,  to  avoid 
serving  their  country  where  they  con  be  of  most 
use  This  must  be  the  first  time  that  men  In  the 
Army,  no  matter  what  their  duties,  have  been  al- 
luded to  os  sheltering  behind  the  Civil  Service. 
The  Star  has.  obviously,  got  the  situation  some- 
what confused,  due  to  ambiguity  tn  the  policy 
enunciated  by  Mr  Ralston  himself. 

The  question  is.  has  Mr  Ralston  a policy  in 
this  particular  or  is  he  expressing  a pious  hope? 
The  men  that  he  Intimates  can  be  replaced  by 
women  must  have,  in  the  first  instance,  enlisted 
either  for  home  defenoe  or  for  service  overseas 
They  have  been  assigned  to  whatever  are  their 
present  duties  by  the  military  authorities  To 
that  extent  the  reiponilblltty  for  their  doing  what 
they  are  doing  rests  with  the  Department  of  Na- 
tional Defence  The  presumption  Is  that  they 
were  assigned  fo  those  duties  because  they  are 
regarded  os  equipped  for  them.  It  could  hardly 
have  been  a matter  of  choice  of  their  own.  for 
military  dUclpllne  is  that  a man  mutt  do  what 
he  Is  told  to  do  Now.  if  Mr  . Ralston  U to  be  be- 
lieved. these  men  were  Intended  tor  overseas 
service  prtsumably.  therefore,  they  enlisted  for 
that  purpose  Why  then  all  the  fuu  about  their 
being  discharged 

As  has  been  the  case  from  the  beginning,  the 
Department  of  National  EJefence  continues  to 
pursue  wobbling  policies,  and  It  Is  because  of 
these  that  there  Is  now  such  a shortage  of  men  In 
units  Intended  for  overseas  service  From  the 
beginning  the  assumption  in  every  well-regulated  | 
mind  was  that  men  Accepted  for  overseas  service  | 
would  be  trained  for  this  purpose  Seemingly  I 
this  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case,  for  now  Mr. ' 
Ralston  says  that  enlisted  men,  trained  os  staff 
clerks,  are  intended  for  overseas  service  and  tJielr 
jobs  will  be  filled  by  women  tn  Canada  wherever 
possible. 

There  should  never  have  been  any  need  to  an- 
nounce a policy  In  this  respect.  It  U one  that 
should  have  been  foUowed  automatically  from 
the  beginning,  and  would  have  been,  had  there 
been  any  vision  in  the  Department  of  National 
Defence  As  it  is  now,  Mr  Ralston's  latest  .state- 
ment requires  a good  deal  of  clarification  Are 
the  military  clerks— to  be  replaced  by  women-  to 
be  discharged  from  the  Army  If  they  do  not  enlist 
for  overseas  service,  even  though  they  may  have 
enlisted  for  home  defence**  They  cannot  be 
drafted  for  service  overseas  That  policy,  though 
essential  to  the  pursuit  of  victory  in  total  war  ap- 
pears to  be  anathema  to  the  Government  at 
Ottawa.
